INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 
The Com m ission R ecom m pnds a N um ber 
of A m endm ents to the Law. 
Washington, December Sth —The annual re­ 
port ot the Interstate Commerce Commission 
recommends a number ot amendments. Hie 
first is that there be added to Section 3 a pro­ 
vision that the facilities to be ottered by the 
common carrier shall include the due and rea­ 
sonable receiving, forwarding and delivery by 
every such carrier, at the request of another 
common carrier, of through traffic, at through 
rates: secoad, an amendment to Section 10, re­ 
moving the ambiguities in language and mak­ 
ing enminal remedies clearly applicable to a 
coiporation when a common carrier, as well as 
its officers and agents. 
A further amendment is also indispensable, 
the Commission says, providing for the service 
of a criminal process-on corporations. 
• 
The Commission also recommends a change 
in Section 29, so as to enable it to obtain reports 
from common carriers when desired, aud call 
for reports from companies owning or conduct­ 
ing terminal facilities, or rolling stock, etc. 
The recommendations made in the previous 
reports are renewed. 
The Commission saj-B the difficulty of obtain­ 
ing direct evidence from parties who. by means 
of participation in illegal acts, have know ledge 
of the particulars of transactions is invariably 
very great, and suggests an amendment to meet 
this defect.

M oney Spent for Silver Purchase* and the 
R edem ption of Bonds. 
Washington, December Sth.—The Treasury 
Department to day purchased 550,000 ounces o'f 
silver at 31 02 Sto 51 03.50. 
The amount of 4 per cent, bonds accepted to­ 
day was 54.591.000 fcr which r. disbuisement of 
about 55,550,000 in money will be made. 
The Secretary of the ’t reasury said this after­ 
noon that in view of these conditions he would 
accept additional offers of fours at a reasonable 
price, nt sufficient amount to make the total 
purehases 8S,000,000, for which he said the ex­ 
penditures would be nearly 510 000,000. 
The Secretary said, lurtli a, that it was mani­ 
festly impossible, under the existing conditions, 
for him to use the lractional currency now in 
tho Treasury in the purchase of bonds, for the 
reason that it would at once be returned to him 
in exchange for greenbacks, ana leave him 
with a deficiency, instead ot a snrplus. There 
is now about 519,000,000 fractional currency iu 
the Treasury, ot which all but 52,030,000 was iu 
silver half dollars. As it is a legal tender to the 
amount of 510only, it is regarded as part of the 
available cash balan" e. 
The Secretary said he would like very much 
to petit luto circulation, but certainly should 
at*» Jd so at the expense of the limited available 
rarpitts.

No One Yet Selected to Succeed the L ate 
Ju stice M iller. 
W a sh in g t o n , December 6th.—Within the past 
week the President asked for and received from 
the Department of Justice all the papers on file 
relating to the appointment of a successor to the 
late Justice Miller. It was expected that the 
nomination would be sent in to-day. but at 
present it looks as it the appointment might be 
delayed for several days. It the President 
could carry out the purpose nearest his heart, 
he would name Attorney-General Miller for the 
vacancy, but it is said that he had received an 
intimation that the nomination of Miller would 
not be confirmed. A strong effort has been made 
to secure Secretary Noble’s appointment, and 
the entire bar ot St. Louis has united in a 
strong petition in his behalf It is believed, 
however, that if the President does not name 
Miller, he will go outside ol the Cabinet for the 
new Justice. 1 he President has conversed on 
the subject with many ot his cellers lately, and 
the impression has gained ground that the posi­ 
tion would be given to Alfred Russell, of Detroit, 
and while no positive statements have been 
made, it is believed that Russell stands fore­ 
most in the President’s mind next to Miller. 
Russell’s appointment is recommended by Secre­ 
tary Proctor, Chauncey M Depew, and k large 
number of other distinguished men. 


C H IEF N aT A L CONSTRUCTOR. 
P ro bab ility T hat W ilson W ill Be Ap­ 
pointed for a T hird T erm . 
W a sh in g t o n, December 6th.—The belief has 
become settled iu naval circles that Chief Con­ 
structor Wilson, whose second term of office at 
the head of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repairs expires on the 15th inst. will be nom­ 
inated to succeed himself, notwithstanding the 
statement that the Secretary said early in his 
administra ion that he would appoint no man 
to a third term. Just what has induced Secre­ 
tary Tracy to change his mind in this matter 
is not known, but it is understood that the 
Commodore has so gratiated himself with the 
Secretary by his recent good work or. the plans 
of the new vessels that the latter has come to 
reconsider the matter. 
There were, on the basis of Chief Wilson be­ 
ing out of the race, two candidates who avowed 
themselves as such—Hichborn, formerly of 
Mare Island,and Fernal, now at the Union Iron 
Works, San Francisco. 
Captain Hichboru has withdrawn his name 
from the list since it became apparent that the 
Secretary was reconsidering his former remark, 
and there is practically no competition for the 
position. 
W ASHINGTON M cLEAN. 
D eath of a F orm er P ro p rieto r of a Cin- 
cic-nati Jo u rn al. 
W a sh in g t o n, December fth. — Washington 
McLean, formerly of Cincinnati, died to-mght, 
aged 74. His wife, his two daughteis and his 
son, John R. McLean, proprietor of the Cincin­ 
nati Enquirer, were with him at the time of his 
death. 
Mr. McLean was a native of Cincinnati. He 
was proprietor and manager of the Enquirer 
until fifteen years 8g;o, when his son assumed 
active charge. During his residence in Ohio 
Mr. McLean was a prominent factor in the 
affairs of the Democratic party in Ohio, yet 
never held, nor was a candidate for public 
office.

N ew Yor.K, December Sth.—J. Pierpout Mor­ 
gan sent a telegraphic invitation to the Presi­ 
dents of all roads west of Chicago to meet at 
his house in this city on the 15th, lor the pur­ 
pose of diseussirg the railroad situation, with a 
view of renewing the ‘Presidents’ agreement.” 
THE UNION PACIFIC. 
N ew Y o r k , December 6th.—Dow Jones Com­ 
pany’s Boston special says: We hear on the 
best authority that the Union Pacific officials 
are not disturbed over the financial condition 
of the Union Pacific. We are told the lloating 
debt ib much less then current reports credit. 
It seems the alliance with Gould was formed 
only after Vauderbilt and Drexel, Morgan A 
Co.’s support had been refused. 
Dillon has been interviewed by the Commer­ 
cial Advertiser. He said : - The Union Pacific i- 
in no more danger of a receivership than the 
United States Government. These rumors are 
the most nonsensical that have been circulated 
in Wall street for a long time. Who originated 
them, or for what purpose. I cannot tell, but 
they are absolute lies. The Union Pacific, under 
the new management, is getting into shape 
The road is all right. Its action wiil be satis­ 
factory, and 1 expect to see a receiver in the 
White House before there is one iu tais office. 
Union Pacific was only one of the number of 
stocks the prices on which fell last week. These 
temporary changes in the market are frequent. 
Nobody can account for them.” 
To a remark by the reporter, “It was expectpd 
when you became President that Union Pacific 
wr u d go way up,” Dilion answered . “Every­ 
thing can’t be dene in cue day. Neither Gould 
nor any man can advance the stock at his pleas­ 
ure. The Union I’ac:fic is in sucha condition 
to-day that there can be no lasting trouble about 
its stock. That’s all 1 can say on the subject.” 
FLOATING DEBT OF THE UNION PACIFIC. 
Bo ston, December Sth. —Director Ames of the 
Union Pacific says in an interview : “Thefloat 
ing debt of the Union Pacific w-es fully qv- 
plained in last year’s report It has been re­ 
duced the past year by 54,000,000, and is now 
about 511.530,000. Mr. Gould knew all about 
the floating debt when he entered the Directory, 
and has discovered nothing new about i". lie 
agreed to take care of it, and has provided for 
the January 1st requirements, which are less 
than $2.000,000. Mr. Gould expressed great 
satisfaction at the appearance ot everything 
connected with the property. He has no more 
Idea of a receivership for the property than I 
have for the Ames building. I do nat know of 
any schume for funding the Union Pacific debt. 
We can pay it when the railroad bond market 
revives.”

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 8th.—In the Senate 
to-day Jones of Arkansas offered a resolution 
(which went over) calling on the Attorney- 
General for information as to Supervisors of 
Election appointed for the First aud Second 
Congressional Districts of Arkansas, for the 
Congressional election, November 4th. The 
sums paid out are called for in connection with 
the erection, or with t .e proceedings since the 
election, etc. 
Cash offered a resolution (which was referred 
to the Committee on Agriculture) calling on the 
Secretary of Agriculture tor a statement of the 
progress made 11 the iuvesiigation for irrigation 
purposes. 
Dawes read portions of a letter written by 
Lee, the Census Indian Agent, irom the Pine 
Ridge Agency to the Interior Department,¡going 
to show there was no lack of food among the 
Sioux. He said be read this to relieve public 
auxiety and show that the Indians were not on 
the war-path on account of the want of supplies. 
Discussion was continued on the joint resolu­ 
tion anaropriating $5,060 for the investigation of 
the Indian outbreak. It was finally referred to 
the Committee on Indian Affairs 
The resolution calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury lor a statement ot the moneys paid 
Davenport, Supervisor of Elections, each year 
since 1971, etc., was agreed to. 
' 
Hoar moved to proceed to the consideration 
of the elections bill, but at the suggestion that 
Gray was temporarily ab eut, withdrew the 
motion and asked unanimous consent to have 
the time fixed for Friday next for taking a 
final vote on the bill. 
Gray meanwhile came in, and the bill was 
taken up. 
Gray yielded to Gorman, who argued against 
the proposition to fix the time for taking the 
vote. He recalled the statement of Hoar at the 
last session, that if the election bill was not 
then taken up and disposed of there would not 
he time to do so in short session, it had been 
the firm conviction on the Democratic side that 
after what had occurred at the last election the 
Senator from Massachusetts world not press the 
bill: so the Senators on his side had not pre­ 
pared themselves to discuss it intelligently. 
Gorman contiuued: “ We stand to day on a 
volcano. 
We have heard discussion 'as to 
starving Indians, but take no note of the fact. 
The farmers of the land are meeting and re­ 
solving that there is danger aud trouble, if not 
starvation, among them. The taces of the 
bankers aud merchants are tdanched with fear. 
No man can tell whether to morrow or next day 
eveiy bank in the great centers of commerce 
will not be closed iu suspension of pavment, 
and now, in the midst of such a state of krt’airs, 
we who come here, flushed with victory, had 
hoped that the majority party would give us an 
opportunity to join with it in preventing that 
which is now impending. Lay aside this bill 
which the country has pronounced against, and 
let us take up matters which all classes ot our 
feliow-citlzens are loking to us to consider If 
yon do not, if you persist in the course marked 
out by ihe Senator from Massachusetts, the re 
sponsibility must rest with th ep irty in power. 
If the Senator from Massachusetts forces con­ 
sideration of this partisan measure, while bank­ 
ruptcy and ruin are going on, when he goes 
back to Boston he will find that the merchants 
and bankers aud men ot affairs, as well as the 
farmers and laborers, will teil him that, while 
he is attem rting hostile legislation against a 
section of the country, if it had not been for 
the products ol that section, if it had not been 
for the moving of the cotton crop, there would 
not be a bank in Massachusetts able to pay its 
depositors. Tbe only thing that has saved them 
has been the fact that they have been able to 
draw on the cotton crop and on the oil produc­ 
tion." 
Hoar replied that for four days the Senate 
had been listening to Dem- craiic speeches, 
made for mere delay and obstruction. If the 
Senator from Maryland had auothcr measure 
which he thought would allay the rardc or the 
menace to the commercial'prosperity of the 
country, which had begun when the e'lec.ions 
were declared in favor of the Democratic 
party—the country having been before that in 
a po ilion of unexampled prosperity. 
Why 
should he not, after a fair aud proper state­ 
ment of the reasons for voting against the e ec- 
tion bill, let the Senate vote upon it? The elec­ 
tion bill was a measure whose sole ourpose was 
to submit to the Judges of the Courts of the 
United States, against whose integrity aud offi­ 
cial honor no man could bring a charge, the 
question of who had prima facie title ot a seat 
in the Houseof Representatives, instead of hav­ 
ing it declared by ruffianism, fraud or vio­ 
lence, as so often has been the case in the pa-t. 
Gray spoke briefly in line with Gorman s re­ 
marks, and then concluded his argument 
against the bill. 
Berry obtained the floor, and after a short ex­ 
ecutive session, the Senate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a sh in g t o n , December 8th.—In the House 
this morning the Committee on Judiciary re­ 
ported back the resolution for the arrest of 
George Minot, one of the doorkeepers, for at­ 
tempting to prevent Enloe's exit Irom the 
House during a call of the House in August 
last. The committee reports that the ease calls 
for no action on the part of the House, and the 
resolution was laid upon the table. 
McKinley reported from the Ways and Means 
Committee, and the House passed the bill pro­ 
viding for a rebate on tobacco in stock equal to 
the reduction made in the internal revenue tax 
by the last tariff bill. 
McKinley merely stated tnat the bill was 
similar to the provisions of the tariff bill. Sec­ 
tion 39, which had been omitted in enrolling 
that measure, and on a declaration of Mills of 
Texas, that it was “all right,” no opposition was 
m id? to its passage. 
Adjourned. 
NATIONAL BOARD OF TRA D E. 
Proceedings of the Convention Held at 
New Orleans. . 
N ew O rle a n s . December 8th.—The annual 
Convention of the National Board of Trade 
opened this morning in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce in this city. Frederick Fraley of Phila­ 
delphia, who has been President of the or­ 
ganization since 1863, was unable to be present. 
At the election ot officers he was re-elected. 
A number of committee reports were read. The 
report of the Committee on Representation, 
shows that there are now 1.171 commercial bod­ 
ies in the country, comprising 234,000 members. 
The committee recommends that the National 
Board should be the first in the field of gather­ 
ing statistics on all questions affecting com­ 
merce and industry, which are now collected 
by ihe National Government. 
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e States is injurious, but the 
a plan for reform in their present methods. 
He says the present legislative attitude of 
railroad difficulties are not wholly due to that 
cause. The competition as it now exists among 
carriers is ruinous—is simply war. This situ­ 
ation, he says, pleases the unreflecting public, 
and the natural inference is that the railroads 
are pla; ing their adversaries' game. 
He refers to the fact that during the past fif­ 
teen years about one-third of the railway mila- 
age in the United States has been reorganized 
or passed through foreclosure proceedings. He 
does not believe this suicidal process is beyond 
control; but says radical changes are requited. 
He points out the wars in passenger and Ireight 
rates brought abuut by scalping, secret agree­ 
ments, rebates, etc., ana says ninety per cent, 
of all the tariff changes made are reductions. 
He accuses them of systematic passenger-rate 
cutting, and calls it competition gone mad. 
Such wild and reckless methods are not in the 
interest of the public, and are ruinous to the 
railway systems. 
He calls on the Presidents to recognize the 
essential unity of railway interests aud make a 
new treaty based on disarmament. 
He says the first few months of the life of the 
Interstate Railway Association is commonly re­ 
ferred toas a period ol comparatively successful 
administration among the Western roads. It 
was really an armed neutrality. Every line 
maintained i’s fighting force, fully armed and 
equipped. The lines should rid themselves of 
the machinery for rate cutting, either open or 
secret. The fundamental principles of the As 
socia’ion should be the concentration of au­ 
thority aud the unification ot interests. 
A 
traffic division should control the actual hand­ 
ling of hurines?. A rate division should have 
the exclusive right to contract with the con­ 
necting roads iu respect to the exchange of 
business, the division of joint rates and with 
shippers. At all points outside of the Associa­ 
tion's territory, joint agencies should replace 
the innumerable separate agencies row in 
rogue. This might be extended ultimately to 
the competitive points upon lines of the mem­ 
bers. 
The work of the traffic division also might be 
very properly embraced in the clearlug:honse 
idea, uncu r which it would receive copies of all 
biliings. adjust accounts between the com­ 
panies, settle a.l loss and damage claims, etc. 
Under such a concentration of methods the 
danger of rate-cutting, either secret or open, 
would be substantially eliminated, the net 
revenues of every line protected, and the pub­ 
lic better served. 
FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


After passing the customary resolutions of 
thanks, tbe National Alliance adjourned. 
The Sub Treasury bill, as it nov.- stands in 
Congress, does not include the provision for 
loans op land, but this feature does not appear 
In the formal demand to day. 
FINANCIAL SITUATION. 
Secretary W indom Loaning All He Cau 
to R elieve the M ousy M arket. 
New 5 ofk, December 8th.—The San prints a 
long report of an interview on the financial 
situation by its W ashirnton correspondent with 
Secretary Windom. The secretary says the 
Treasury Department is doing all it can to re­ 
lieve the present stringency, and will continue 
on the same line ol policy followed up to this 
time. The stringency, he says, is n -1 the result 
of the contraction of the currency, and there 
has never been a time in the Government’s his­ 
tory, iu an era of peace, when so much money 
was flowing out of the treasury into the cum 
try. Tbe treasury has put out over 8100,090,900 
within the last nineteen months, with no ap­ 
preciable etfict, aud he thinks the monev is 
hoarded. The 5iO9,0C0,UOO In gold, held as a 
legal tender reserve, will never be disturbed 
with his consent. He might possibly call on 
the 524,001,0(0 depo-ited in the National Banks, 
but he does Dot think this would be a very 
popular proposition at the present time. Iu 
conclusion, he says whatever he may do toward 
allaying the uneasiness iu monetary circles, he 
dogs not propose to let the treasury become 
bankrupt. 
WINDOM’S ACTION APPROVED. 
New Y o r k , December 8th.—Wall street’s 
opinion of Seore’ary Wiudom’s circular calling 
for proposals tor the sale of Sil, U9.0C0 of four-per­ 
cent. bonds, as expressed this morning, is favor­ 
able, as affording some relief itself to the mone­ 
tary stringency, but still more so from Wiu­ 
dom’s statement to the New York Sun corre 
spondt ut published this morning. Wall street 
regards this as an intimation of future earlv 
action in this dire tion on the part of the Secre­ 
tary of ’he Treasury. The improvement iu the 
opening prices this morning was attributed as 
much to this sntir-ipated action as to the circu­ 
lar calling in the four-per cents. 
THE LAW MUST BE OBEYED 
New York, December Sth.—Kternan’s Agency 
has a Washington special which says : Win­ 
dom says it is not his desire to buy silver cheap­ 
ly or run down prices: on the contrary, he 
would wish :hat silver was much higher than it 
is, but the law has to be obeyed. 


TURBULENT INDIANS. 
Slight Skirm ish R eported B etw een R anch­ 
m en aud Indians, 
Ch ic a g o , December 8th —General Miles this 
morning received a telegram from Buffalo 
Gap, S. D., saying : ” Ranchmen and Indians 
have had a slight skirmish. The situation i« 
becoming serious, for the settlers are unarmed. 
Can you send fifty good rifles and ammuni 
tion so that the settlers can defend them­ 
selves?” 
The General will leave for the scene of the 
Indian troubles to-morrow. 
EXCITEMEST AT OKLAHOMA. 
G u t h r ie (I. T.), December S:h.—Couriers ar­ 
rived this afternoon bringing information that 
the uncivilized tribes of Cheyennes, Arapahoes 
and Comauches just west of the Oklahoma 
border line are in a state of high excitement 
over the ghost dance, started by runners from 
the Dakota Sioux. Their attitude is very 
threatening, and Government Ageut Steele has 
asked the l/Pgislatnre to cake immediate ac­ 
tion by which the citizens cau organize a 
miiitia company for protection. The craze 
among the tribes cast of here has subsided. 
INDIANS IN NEED OF FOOD. 
W a s u is g t o n , December Sth.—General Mor 
gan, who has jast returned here from an S.OO-J" 
mile trip among the Apache Navajo, Moquie 
and I’ima Indians of Arizona, in company with 
General McOooke, rejforts to Secretary Noble 
that the Indians are sadly in need of food and 
clothing, aud recommends that immediate steps 
be taken to relieve their distress. 
CAMPS BEING MOVED. 


Recommendations Made l>y the Commit­ 
tee on Legislation. 
Oc a la (Fla.), December 8th.—Early in the 
forenoon session of the Farmers' Alliance the 
financial policy of the order came up for dis­ 
cussion under the report of the C'ommi tec on 
Legislation. 
It contained the following 
amended demands: 
First—The (abolition of National banks; the 
establishment of Sub-Treasuries in the several 
States to loan money direct to the people at a 
rate of investment not to exceed two per cent, 
per annum on non-perishable farm products and 
real estate, with proper limitations upon the 
quantity of land and amount of money; that 
tn ^ circulating medium be speedily increased 
tn not le.s than fifty dollars per capita 
Second—That Congress shall pass laws to ef­ 
fectually prevent the dealing in futures ou all 
agricultural and mecha :ieal productions; pre­ 
serving a stringent system of procedure iu trials 
to secure a prompt conviction of offenders, and 
such penalties as shall secure the most perfect 
compliance with the law. 
Third—It condemns the silver bill recently 
passed, and demands the free and unlimited 
coinage ol silver. 
Fourth—It demands the passage of laws pro­ 
hibiting alien ownership ot land, and that Con­ 
gress take prompt action to devise some plan to 
obtain all the lands now owned by aliens and 
foreign syndicates, and that all lands held by 
railroads and other corporations in excess of 
what is actually used aud needed b7 them be 
reclaimed aud held lor actual settlers only. 
Flf.h—Believing in the doctrine of equal 
rights to all aad special privileges to none, we 
demand that our national legislation be so 
framed in the future as not to build up one in­ 
dustry at the expense of another. We further 
demand the removal of the existing heavy tarifi 
from the necessaries of life that the poor'of our 
lasd must have.

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THE 
STATE HIVER COMMISSION AND 
IT8 RECENT WORK. 


I t is rather a witty suggestion of an 
Eastern contemporary, when it expresses 
the desire that if we are to have an 
Indian war, that the Indian Agents will 
side in arms with the Indians during the 
struggle. The real meat of the idea is 
that our treatment of the tribes has not 
comported with national honor. 
The 
Indians have wrongs, and however much 
we may condemn their proposed methods 
of righting them, the fact remains. Had 
the Indian Agents, as a rule, bgcn fearless 
in presenting the Indians’ caseto the Gov­ 
ernment, and less solicitous for self-inter­ 
est, and to serve out half rations and unfit 
food, we might to-day be free from the 
menace of an Indian war. The rations 
promised the Indians have not been de' 
livered; the money and goods we agreed 
to give them for their lands, have not 
been forthcoming, and the President of 
the I nited States tells the people that 
Congress is blameworthy for failing to 
make the appropriations necessary to en­ 
able the Government to keep its contracts 
with the tribes. 
Clothing we solemnly 
promised them has not been forthcoming; 
they have been cheated out of food and 
absolute necessities, but the lands they 
ceded we have taken as if we had paid for 
them. 
It is not all due to the savage 
character of the Indian that after more 
than a hundred years of treating with 
them, some twenty-five thousand Indians 
are still our hitter foes. If the Indian 
rising is not adjusted, and war does come 
on, the red men must be conquered, pun­ 
ished with severity and taught to seek 
peaceful methods of righting their wrongs. 
Their stealing, murdering and other out­ 
rages must be atoned, and the offenders 
brought to judgment. 
But we will not be 
absolved, even by an Indian outbreak, 
from faithfully fulfilling the letter and 
spirit of our contracts with them, and 
which we would probably have done bad 
the average Indian Agent performed his 
duty by the Indians and the Government 
alike. 
He lias been greatly the ciuse 
and has known all along the seat of the 
trouble, and he could have moved Con­ 
gress to action if he had told the whole 
truth and championed the rights of the 
tribes and dealt fairlv with them.

Ox the 2">th of November Vermont’s 
new reform ballot law went into efiect. It 
is not all it should be, but it is a long step 
in the right direction. We now have ten 
States of the I nion that have swung into 
line for a secret ballot and uncowed voters. 
It is to be regretted that the Connecticut 
law is styled a reform law, for It is far 
from worthy of that distinction ; so, too, 
with the Michigan law, which requires the 
State to print ballots for the regular party 
managements, but makes no provision for 
other candidates—the rejected men that 
the conventions may ignore. 
A true re­ 
form ballot law gives the poorest citizen, 
who desires to contest for an office, all the 
official advantages that a regular party 
nominee has. 
It will not permit any bal­ 
lots to be used except those furnished by 
the polling booth boards. 
It 
rejects 
pasters in any form. 
It forbids election­ 
eering in the immediate vicinity of the 
polls. 
It makes, in short, the polling 
booth as sacred as such a spot should lie, 
since it is the temple within which the 
American sovereign makes, and from which 
he issues his decrees. 


T h e recommendation of the State River 
Commission, that the system of piece­ 
meal reclamation of swamp and overflowed 
lands should be abandoned, reflects the 
almost unanimous sentiment of the people 
best informed upon the subject of reclama­ 
tion. We cannot have successful reclama­ 
tion so long as small districts levee against 
each other. Tiie only true scheme is to 
have a uniform and comprehensive drain­ 
age and reclamation system, embracing the 
entire low-land drainage area of a stream. 
There may be many subdivisions of such a 
district, but they must all relate to each 
other harmoniously, and to the entire sys­ 
tem. To that end they must be under 
the control and direction of one authority, 
which should be established by the State. 
L nder such a system reclamation can be 
successfully carried out at a cost infinitely 
less per acre than by the separate district 
system, and greatlv to the benefit of the 
State in the increase of the assessment 
roll and the settling and cultivation of 
rich vacant lands. 


E m p e r o r t \ i 1.1.1 a ms’ assault upon class­ 
ical education has stirred Germany to the 
depths. It is not probable, however, that 
the Emperor meant all his words appear 
to'import. IVhat is clear is, that lie favors 
more attention in the primary and inter­ 
mediate schools to the practical, and the 
elimination of all studies which tend to 
prevent thoroughness in the primary es­ 
sentials. By the way, what do the Ger­ 
mans ofWisconsin think of the Emperor’s 
declaration that the German language 
must be taught in all schools in Germany? 
Here in a free land we find them object­ 
ing to a law that requires all education 
recognizable by the State under the Com­ 
pulsory Education Act, to embrace at least 
four primary studies in 
the 
English 
t ¡ugue, to be pursued at least teu weeks 
in each year. Because of that wise pro­ 
vision the Poles and Germans of Wiscon­ 
sin haved arrayed themselves against the 
law, and prate of infringements of liberty 
Was there ever a more absurd protest? 


T h e belief had obtained that the In­ 
diana 
authorities had suppressed the 
“White Caps,” but late dispatches an­ 
nounce the reappearance of the clan, and 
detail a number of outrages recentlv com­ 
mitted by them in Harrison county. It 
certainly would be astonishing, if true, 
that the officials of the southern counties 
of the State cannot crush out this gang of 
fellows, who go about at night masked, 
flogging and beating people and ordering 
them out of the country. 
Probably, how­ 
ever, an explanation of the inaction of the 
county authorities is to be found in the 
boldness with which the lawless element 
operates, signifying that it understands 
well enough that the Sherifls, Consta- 
stables and police are indisposed to inter­ 
fere with them, and are at heart in sym­ 
pathy with the Vigilantes. 


T h e dispatches say that there is some 
reason to believe that the Democratic lob­ 
byists at the Farmers’ Alliance annual 
meetiug are shaping the policy 0f the Al­ 
liance according to Democratic party faith. 
If so, farewell to the Alliance. The hope 
it has to be of service to the nation must 
remain founded upon independence.

T he Com m issioners state th at ow ing to 
the lack of funds at the disposal of the 
Com mission it has not been possible to 
m ake all the necessary and proper surveys, 
m aps, etc , as will enable Congress to clearly 
understand the condition of the rivers and 
the cost of properly recti'ying and im prov­ 
ing them . 
They have, how tver, prepared 
a general m ap of the Sacram ento valley, 
show ing contour lines, and som e of the 
elevations on w hich the contours are based ; 
also a set of diagram s show ing the stage of 
water at Sacram ento from 1849 to 1862, and 
from 1874 to 1890. 
“T he investigations and exam inations 
m ade by this C om m ission,” they say, “can 
lead to no other conclusion th an th at the 
two rivers tinder special consideration (the 
Sacram ento and San Joaquin) need a com ­ 
prehensive and system atic treatm ent for 
their im provem ent as drainw ays, 83 well as 
for im provem ent of their navigability.” 
More w aterw ay m ust be provided to 
carry flood volum es, it i3 held, and th at 
under the present system of reclam ation 
work lands can be protected upon one side 
of the river only to the injury of lands on 
the other side. 
U nder the present system 
the residents of one bank of the river are 
frequently pitted against those of the other 
bank. 
“ If the levee m ust break, let it be on 
som e other m an ’s land,” is the prevailing 
sentim ent. 


DRAINAGE OF THE TULE BASIN. 
_ “The State should modify its reclama­ 
tion policy. All low lauds in or adjacent 
to tbe besins along the Sacramento river, 
together with the delta lauds of this stream, 
should be in one drainage district, and all 
similarly situated lands along the San 
Joaquin river should be in another district. 
“ D istrict boundaries should be defined 
by com petent State authority—by a State 
Board of Public W orks—and all work for 
the im provem ent of drainage should be 
p la n e d by such Board, or under its super­ 
vision, and provision should be m ade to 
have the work paid for in pronortion to 
benefits resulting therefrom .” 
* 


STEAMBOAT SLOUGH. 
T he follow ing local im provem ents are 
recom m ended to be com m enced at once: 
“ From the foot of G rand Island to its 
m outh the Sacram ento river should be 
m ade a channel of uniform w idth, by a 
reduction of w idth ju st above Rio Vista, 
on the Newtown shoal, and near the lower 
end of Sherm an Island and at several in ter­ 
m ediate points, and by a change in the al- 
lignm ent of banks at and opposite H orse­ 
shoe Point, just above E m m aton. 
“A t least $25,000 per annum should be 
expended upon this w ork, w hich should 
extend over a num ber of years. 
“Steam boat slough should he m ade the 
principal channel of Sacram ento river. 
“ This is to be accom plished by caanect- 
ing tbe bead of the slough by m eans of a 
cut about 1,000 fee* in len g th ,an d b y w iden­ 
ing the slough, for a distance of four and a 
half m iles from its head to the lower end 
of Sutter Island, to a w idth of 500 feet. 


TO FACILITATE RIVER SCOURING. 
"The effect of this channel connection 
would be to increase tbe capacity of the 
Sacram ento river at ail points below F eather 
river about 25 per cent. 
I : would cause at 
least three feet of tbe silt now in this part 
of Sacram ento river to be sw ept out. 
“ It would im prove the outfall of F eather 
river by lowering the water in the Sacra­ 
m ento river at th at point, and would thus 
be a benefit to the navigability of th at river 
and of great benefit to it as a drainw av. 
‘ T his should be undertaken at once,-and 
$200,000 expended on it annually u n til it is 
com pleted.” 
A new channel is recom m ended leading 
direct from Portuguese B end to the m outh 
of the Feather river. 
T he river, it is 
claim ed, w ill cut the channel if properly 
aided. 
T be cost of th e w ork is placed at 
about $200.000, and the cut-off will shorten 
the river channel nine and a half m iles 
and will have a length of three and a half 
m iles. 
i rom Colusa to G rafton the channel 
alignm ent could be im proved in eleven dif­ 
ferent places. 
They involve tw enty cut­ 
offs, aggregating about fourteen m iles, and 
w ould reduce tbe length of tbe river fifteen 
m iles, a t the cost of $1,000,000, in d u c in g 
rights of way. 
“T he Y uba 
river 
should 
be turned 
through a new cut ju st below the D-street 
bridge in M arysville to a better junction 
w ith Feather river. 
It would require acu t 
of 2,000 feet, costing about $50,000. 


THE SAN JOAQUIN. 
“ On the San Joaqnin river cut-offs ag­ 
gregating about two m iles in length are 
recom m ended below Stockton, at a cost of 
about >o50,000, and above Stockton the cor­ 
re d river alignm ent should be secured by 
the construction of.works intended to cause 
the river to erode a new channel w henever 
the sam e is required as a correction of 
alignm ent. 


BETTER DRAINAGE NEEDED. 
“The drainage of the valley m ust be im ­ 
proved. 
To such works the State and the 
laud-ow uers should not expect the U nited 
States authorities to devote any atten'ion, 
except in so far as works in aid of drainage 
or to prevent inundation m ight, if not 
proper:y plauned, injure or interfere w ith 
th e navigability of tne rivers. 


TH E FIRST FRESHET8. 
“ W ith a knowledge of the am ount of 
nil in the Sacram ento river below the 
Feather river, and the firm conviction that 
by a system atic treatm ent of tbe lower 
river, including the Steam boat slough en­ 
largem ent, the river can be forced to scour 
out its bed to its original depth, or about 
twice its present capacity at ordinary flood 
stage, this Com mission believes th at u lti­ 
m ately this part of th e river can bs m ade 
to carry tbe fall flood flow of the Sacra­ 
m ento valley stream s, and th at all relief 
through high-w ater outlets—intended to 
reduce the flood flow—bslow the m outh of 
the F eather river should be tem porary. 
"It is to be hoped that this result will be 
had from works authorized by Congress, 
but the State and the land owners are so 
deeply interested that tbe general plan of 
w ork should be agreed upon by a Board of 
Engineers, representing all interests, at the 
earliest possible m om ent.”

T he p relim inary exam ination of Jo h n 
J . G iacken and Charles Fisher, charged 
w ith th e m urder of A ntone M enke, Jr., in 
Septem ber last, was resum ed before Justice 
of th e Peace Devine yesterday. 
T he entire day wa3 consum ed in the tak ­ 
ing of testim ony for the defense. 
G iacken 
w as on hand a s U 3 u a l w ith his attorneys. 
G rove L. and H iram Johnson. 
F isher 
m ade his first appearance in Court since 
th e tria! began, in the afternoon. 
A din B arker was recalled to the witness- 
stand for cross exam ination, by A ssistant 
D istrict A ttorney 
A. J. B runer, when 
C ourt convened. 
H e stated that since the 
shooting he had visited Fisher a num ber 
of time3 in the County H ospital, but 
w holly of his own accord, and not at any 
one’s solicitation. 
On the m orning of the 
day of the shooting. when the M enkes and 
G iacken had a ditficulty, witness did not 
see G iacken draw a revolver. 
Giacken. 
he thought, appeared m ore frightened than 
angry. 
H e ran away when the M enkes 
pursued him , and did not come back. 
W hen the elder M enke returned from the 
pursuit, he spoke disparagingly of Giacken, 
and said he ought to be killed. 
W itness 
denied th at he ever said to F ran k M illard, 
or anybody else, th at if G iacken did not 
settle up w ith him to a cent his testim ony 
w ould go hard against him . 


S T IL L IM P E A C H IN G T H A T CH IN A M A N . 
P . M. B obinson, of R outier’s Station, tes­ 
tified th at he 
saw Jo h n J . Giacken at 
P erk in s’ about 5 p. m. on the day of the 
shooting. 
W hen witness left P erkins’ he 
wont along the railroad track a distance of 
six m iles. 
H e saw G iacken near the scene 
ol the tragedy, but did not see a C hinam an 
on the railroad track. 
Jo h n Garvey, the next witness, was asked 
if, shortly after the shooting, he heard 
George M enke accuse his father of b e iD g to 
blam e for all the trouble. 
The prosecution objected, however, and 
G arvey was not allow ed to answ er the 
question, 
W illiam Garvey, brother of the ’>reced- 
ing w itness, related a conversation lie had 
w ith Tony M enke two days prior to the 
tragedy. 
Tony said som ething about hav­ 
ing abused his wife (Tony's sister). and 
then declared that G’acken had belter look 
out, as he had as good a pistol a3 Giacken 
and wa3 jus! as good a shot. 
W itness went 
on to stale that after the shooting he as­ 
sisted Giacken into a cart and took him 
hom e. 
A ttorney Johnson asked him w hat h a p ­ 
pened on the way to G iacken’s house, hut 
Mr. B runer objected. 
Mr. Johnson explained that he desired to 
prove that, w hile Giacken was being taken 
aw ay in an apparently dying condition, the 
elder M enke pursued him and shot at him . 
T he Court, however, would not adm it the 
testim ony, oil the ground th at it had n o th ­ 
ing to do w ith the present case. 
T hom as F. O’B rien was recalled, and 
questioned about the condition of. the road 
at the place where the shooting took place. 
H e testified that it wa3 almo3t level at that 
point, but he did not know if the sides of the 
road, w here the sidew alks should be, were 
h igher than the road itself. 


W IL L M E N K E S PISTO L. 
W illiam Boles was the n ext witness 
called. 
H e was asked if, on the evening of 
th e shooting, he had not taken a pistol 
from W ill M enke, brother of the deceased, 
but the prosecution object'd. 
Mr. Johnson argued that as W ill M enke 
had denied on the w itness stand th at he 
was arm ed on the day of the shooting, te s­ 
tim ony tending to contradict this should 
be adm itted. 
Mr. Johnson said he w anted 
to prove th at the whole M enke fam ily and 
its ret8ineis were arm ed th at day. 
T he objection wa3 sustained and the 
w itness was excused. 
Tom Scott, the “sanitary engineer,’’ was 
th en called to the w itiu sj stand. 
H e testi­ 
fied that in Septem ber last he had a con­ 
versation w ith one of the M enke boys—be 
did not know w hich one it was, but 
s. ought it was W ill—in a saioon on J 
street. 
Several other gentlem en w ere pres­ 
ent, too. 
Mr. B runer objected to the witnes3 giv­ 
in g the details of that conversation, but 
th e Court denied the objection. 
Mr. Scott then proceeded to relate th at 
he was teiling M enke and the others how 
he “ hit a e'low in the jaw .” w hen M enke 
suddenly produced a pistol from his pocket 
and, opening it. rolled the cartridges out 
upon the bar. 
W itness told M enke to put 
th e weapon away. 
T hen M enke said, “ A ll 
right: but j u 3 t wait until you hear about 
our little picnic.” 
A t this ju n ctu re W ill M enke entered the 
Court-room and th e w itness identified him 
as the m an he had conversed w ith. 


A FTERN O O N SESSIO N . 
A t the afternoon session Citv A ttorney 
H a rt was p ut on the witness stand for the 
purpose of proving that Ah Mong, the Chi­ 
nese witness who testified that he w it­ 
nessed the shooting, had com m itted per- 
jufy. 
Mr. B runer, however, objected to the 
testim ony aa being irrelevant and the Court 
sustained the objection. 
Mr. H art was perm itted, how ever, to 
testify that he was acquainted w ith the 
C hinam an, and had done som e business 
for him , and th at was all. 
W illie ‘Giacken, the 16-year old son oi 
th e defendant, G iacken, was called to the 
stand, for the purpose of im peaching the 
testim ony of the elder M enke—who stated 
th at the boy cam e to his house and said that 
hia father had told him to "so and tell the 
old D u t c h -------------------- to come over, as 
h e w anted to se'tle w ith h im ." 
T he boy 
proved a disappointm ent, as be adm itted 
th at w hat the euler M enke had testified to 
was correct. 
H e denied that he had told 
M r. Johnson that M enke had lied. 
On cross-exam ination, the boy :aid th at 
on the night his father sent him over to 
M enke s his father was w alking u p and 
dow n the room w ith a pistol in one hand 
and a sack of m oney in the other, and ap­ 
plying vile epithets to M enke. 
A ttorney H iram Johnson subjected the 
boy to a sivere questioning, and Mr. 
B runer interfered ip. hia behalf, saying 
th at the defense had no right to discredit 
the testim ony of their ow n witness. 
T üe 
Court, though, perm itted Mr. Johnson to 
go ahead. 
In answ er to M ¿,Johnson’s questions, 
the boy stated tbat®je was at present living 
w ith his grandfather, Mr. M enke. 
H e do- 
nicd that Mr. M enke bad told him to tes­ 
tify to anything but the tru th . 
H e adm it­ 
ted that he had had a long conversation 
w ith W ill M enke yesterday, but M enke 
only told him to swear to the trnth. 
D eputy Constable F rank Swift, Jr., took 
th e witness s’and, and testified th at the 
general reputation ot Ah Mong. th e Chi­ 
nese witness, was bad, and that he would 
not believe him under oath. 


FISH ER ON THE STAND. 
A short recess waa here taken, as Charles 
Fisher, the other defendant, had not vet 
arrived from the County Hospital. 
Fisher 
arrived about ten m inutes later, and wa3 
placed on the witness stand. 
He was very 
th in and pale, and m oved about w ith great 
difficulty. 
H e testified as follow s: “Mv nam e is 
Charlea E Fisher. 
I waa present a: Mr. 
M enke’a railroad sw itch near Brighton on 
the 15th of Septem ber last, w hen’ Giacken 
and the elder M enke had a difficulty. 
1 
was assisting in loading a car w ith hops, 
w hen I heard loud talking, and looking out 
of th e car, I saw the eider M enke with a 
rock in his hand. 
H e called Giacken an 
Irish ------ ------ ------, and was following 
h im . 
Giacken came over to w here I was, 
an d I told him to go hom e. 
W hen he 
started aw ay W ill Men eh and the old m an 
started after him , and foil 5wed him a short 
distance. 
I accom panied Giacken into 
tow n th a t day, in his cart, and went back 
w ith h im in the evening. 
Oa the way 
h om e Giacken gave m e a pistol, and asked 
m e to take it hom e for him . We m et Tonv 
M enke in front of G iacken’s house. 
I was 
driving and Giacken told tne to stop, as ho 
w anted to speak w ith Tony. 
H e got out 
o f th e cart and w ent over "to w here Tony 
had stopped his cart. 
Giacken had his 
foot on one of the wheels of T ony's cart. 
T ony was talking loudly and I got out and 
w ent over to see w hat was the m atter. 
I 
heard T ony call Giacken at I r is h ------------- 
, and Giacken was saving som ething 
about the trouble being all settled peacably. 
Ju st as I reached T ony's cart Tony called 
G iacken a vile nam e, and jum ped out ol 
th e cart, at the sam e tim e draw ing a revol­ 
ver from * his bosom . 
H e fired the first 
shot. 
I do n ’t know how m any shots he 
fired. 
One of the bullets struck m e in the 
bow els. 
.’A fter T ony had fired G iacken 
pulled out a pistol, too. and began firing. 
A f er I was struck I Striked acrcsi th e rood 


an d laid dow n. A little later G iacken cam e 
over to m e and said he waa shot. 
I said I 
was shot, too, and he said to have courage 
and we would get hom e all right. 
I did 
not do any of the shooting, and did not 
even draw the pistol G 'acken had given 
m e. 
CR O SS-EX A M INED . 
On cross-exam ination F isher said he wss 
41 years of age and was born in G erm any. 
H e w ent to w ork for Giacken in A ngnst 
last. 
H e denied that Giacken ever asked 
him to act aa his body-guard or to look 
after G iacken’s interests with reference to 
the M enke fam ily. 
H e did not know, 
prior to the day of the shooting, that there 
had been any trouble between G iacken and 
the M enkes. 
O nly took one drink on the 
way in from the ranch that m orning. 
Stopped at C orbin's saloon when we ar­ 
rived in town and took two d tin k s there. 
G iacken left him there. 
They started for 
the ranch about 3 o’clock in the afternooD. 
W hen G iacken gave witness th e revolver 
he did Dot say anything about the proba­ 
bility ;>f having to use it. 
H e only asked 
witness to take it hom e. 
After they ar­ 
rived at G iacken's lancti they found a 
D eputy Siieriif there 
with 
attachm ent 
papers. 
Giacken then suggested that they 
drive back to town and atiend to the a t­ 
tachm ent business. 
W itness did not re­ 
m em ber bow long he rem ained at Giack­ 
en's house before they started back to 
tow n. 
“ I never thought abont the pistol being 
in m y pocket when we got out to tb s 
house,” continued Fisher, ’ and did not 
th in k to leave it there. 
It was still in m y 
pocket when wc s'arted back. 
G iacken 
was not excited when we drove back, and 
be did not say anything to m e about the 
attachm ent. 
We stopped at Perkins on 
the way in tow n. 
G iacken waa perfectly 
sober, and so waa I. 
I did not see any 
other persons around w hen th e shooting 
took place. I was not expecting any trouble 
and was not looking for anybody. 
1 think 
we both stopped our carls at the sam e tim e. 
Giacken was talking w ith M enke only a 
m inute or so when I got out of the cart and 
walked over. 
Tony M enke waa excited 
and talking loud, w hile Giacken was cool 
and collected. 
I got out of the cart beiause 
I thought there was going to be trouble. 
I 
don’t know w h ít they were talking about. 
I had not reached T ony's Cart w hen ToDy 
jum ped out and drew b s revolver. Glackeu 
was only four feet from M enke when the lat­ 
ter fired the first shot. Giacken then jum ped 
back and M enke fireJ the second shot, 
which struck m e. 
I don’t know who fired 
the other shots because I bad enough and was 
in great pain. T he wav I c u n e to be hit I think 
was because I tried to get between Giacken 
and Menke. I could see it in Tonv M enke’s 
face that there waa to be trouble, and 
thought th at if I got betw een them he 
would no t shoot. 
I did not see Glackr-n 
lake off his coat and 


Dare m enke to figh t, 
A nd did not see G iacken pull out his re­ 
volver. 
After I was shot I heard some 
m ore shots, but don’t know how m any, nor 
who fired them . 
I saw T ony M enke fire 
both shots th at I have testified to. 
I don’t 
know w hether or not I m ade a dying dec­ 
laration, in w hich I stated that "G iacken 
gave m e a pistol because he had a new one 
and was having trouble w ith his kinfolks. 
I don't rem em ber having m ade any dyiDg 
declaration.” 
T his concluded thcexam ination ofFisher, 
and he was taken aw ay in c carriage. 
J. B. H arris, a Bee reporter, was sw orn, 
and testified th at he had ascertained the 
height of Giacken and F isher. 
F ish er’s 
height, he said, was six feet two inches, 
and G iacken's five feet ten and one-half 
inches. 
T his testim ony was for the p u r­ 
pose of further im peaching the testim ony 
of the C hinam an, A h Mong. w ho described 
G iacken aa “ the tall m a n ,' and Fisher as 
the lean, sm all m an. 
M ary Nelson, who was in the em ploy of 
G iacken prior aud at the lim e of the shoot­ 
ing, was called, and asked if, on the night 
before the shooting, she saw Giacken with 
a revolver in his hand, and heard him tell 
his little son to go over to th e elder M enke’s 
house and tell the D u tc h ---------------------- to 
come over, as he w anted to settle with 
him . 
T he witness replied in the neeative. 
A ttorney H iram Johnson then took the 
stand, tn d testified th at on Saturday he 
and the defendant, Giacken. talked "with 
th e latier a son, W illie Giacken. in front 
of the Court-room , and the boy stated em- 
p h a’ically th at he had never told the elder 
M enke th at his father had reterred to him 
as a D u tc h ---------------------, as M enke had 
testified to. 
Mr. Johnson said he asked 
the boy several tim es about it. and he re­ 
peated it each tim e, so that there was no 
m istaking w hat he said. 
A t the conclusion cf Mr. Jo h n so n ’s tes­ 
tim ony, an adjournm ent was taken u n til 
T tiursdav m orning, a3 Mr. Johnson could 
not attend to-day, on account of other im ­ 
perative engagem ents. 


PRETTY FA IR _DUCK STOEY. 


A M a rk e t H u n te r Satii tu H av e R a g g ed 
E ig h ty -fo u r in T w o S hots. 
Sunday last w asn’t a very good day for 
ducks—nor for duek-huuiers, either. 
City 
A uditor McKee and five others spent the 
day cn the Forester Club's lake below Free­ 
port, and report a “ bag” of two ducks. 
The birds seem ed to be com ing in and 
traveling southw ard, aud m ay be back this 
way soon in goodly num bers. 
Pete Sinclair, the Pritchard lake hunter, 
m anaged to get in his work, however, if the 
story told be true. 
It is to the effect th at 
he found a sm all pond near the M arysville 
road, som e m ilesnorth of the city, th at was 
literally filled w ith ducks. 
Pete uses a 
four-gauge double-barreled gun, and shoots 
about a p int of shot each tim e he turns 
both barrels loose. 
H e sneaked up on the 
nnsuspectiiig ducks by keeping an old 
horse betw een him and the pond, and 
when w ithin proper range shot one charge 
into the buch, and gave them the other as 
they rose in a cloud from the water.

THE HEFFERNAN SALOON CASE AGAIN 
BEFOEE THE TRUSTEES. 


I t is Lefc to th e M ay o r to D ecid e—R e p o rts 


o f C ity O fficials—W o rk on 


tk o L ev ee. 


A t the m eeting of th e Board of Trustees 
yesterday m orning, Ihe M ayor read a peti­ 
tion signed by residents in the vicinity of 
Tw enty-second and J streets, asking that 
the Board revoke the license granted to 
P atrick H fffernan to conduct a saloon on 
th e southw est corner of Tw enty-fourth and 
J streets. 
W . A. A nderson, as attorney for Mr. H ef‘ 
fernan, addressed the Board, and suggested 
th at they hold the m atter in abeyance for a 
tim e,a3 the ordinance was inconsistent, and 
h e hoped action w ould 
be delayed for a 
couple of weeks. 
H is client had a petition 
signed by a rnaj .rity of the property-ow ers 
in the block, aud was entitled to conduct 
his saloon. 
A num ber of residents in th e block who 
objected to the saloon were present, and 
held that the rem onstrance contained a 
m ajority of signatures of residents. 
They 
were not m oved in the m atter by any preju­ 
dice, but sim ply w anted tbeir rights. 
T. C. C hurchm an com m enced to tell the 
Boar 1 w hat they ought to d o ia the m atter, 
but was cut short off by a question lrom 
Tru3:ee M cLaughlin as to w hether or not 
he was a property-ow ner or a resident of 
the block. 
H e said he was not. b ut was oppoaed to 
saloons, and w anted to see th at one closed. 
He ha<isucceeded in shutting up another 
saloon not far from where the one in q u es­ 
tion was located. 
“Y ou did Dot,” was the retort from the 
m an who ran the saloon, and who waa 
listening to the proceedings, “ you were one 
c-f m y best custom ers, yourself.” 
“ T h at’s a lie!’’ shouted C hurchm an, “ I 
never took tw o drinks in your place in my 
life, and you know it.” 
^ “ Yes, you did 1” replied the saloou m an, 
“you 
were 
aa good a custom er as 
I 
w anted.” 
C hurchm an answ ered back, and the ac­ 
cused did likewise, and after som e heated 
rem arks the m atter was dropped. 
The Board passed an order granting to 
J. C. Pierson the contract for repairing 
the levee along th e Sacram ento river, from 
Q to T streets. 
The contract price is $22,­ 
921. 
T rustee M cLaughlin m oved that a com ­ 
petent m an be em ployed to superintend 
the work aud look after the city's interests, 
his salary not to exceed $4 per day.

A San F rancisco T h e a te r Safe R elieved 
of S I,000, 
Han F rancisco, December 8th.—Last night 
the safe in the Wigwam Theater, at the corner 
of Stockton and Deary streets, was robbed of 
$1,900. Three men bonnd the watchman to a 
post in the middle of the theater, and then 
went and hammered optn the steel money 
chest, took out the coin and some stage jewelry 
of more or lees value, and made their escape. 
The matter was reported to Captain l,ees this 
morning, and detective Ben Bohec is now try­ 
ing to liad out the robber».- From the facts at 
present in the bauds of the police, it would 
seem that the men attended the performance 
last night, and when the audience left the 
theater they hid behind the beaches aDd chairs 
In the gallery. After everyone had gone away 
except the watchman, about 1 o’clock they 
went quietly down to the ground tioor, and 
before '.he watchman had time to think, he was 
seised on either side and a gag forced into his 
mouth. The muzz e of a pistol, held in un­ 
pleasant proximity to his head, reduced him to 
comp ete submission. lie made no resistance 
as he was ltd to a post in the center of the large 
auditoiium. and the burglars had no trouble in 
binding him securely to the column. Then 
they left him, with the injunction to remaiu 
perfectly still if he valued his life, and went 
over to the office where the safe stands. They 
tied up the handle with clothes, etc.. so that 
the blows struck on it wouid be muiiied, and 
then paunded it off, punched the spindle 
through to the inside, and by means of lock- 
plcks worked the combination. Their work 
stamped them as artists in their line and ex­ 
perienced crooks. It took tu t a few minutes 
for item to secure the contents of the safe, 
81,'JOO and some jewelry, after which they bade 
the watchman an ironical farewell, opened the 
stage door from the inside and made their 
escape. 
The cracksmen showed that they were per­ 
fectly familiar with their business by selecting 
Sunday nigh: as the time for iheir raid. There 
are a ways two periorm ancesoathat day,conse­ 
quently the amount of money in the safe was 
much larger than on any other nlgbt. 
Tne watchman, after the departure of his un­ 
welcome visitors, turned his attention to getting 
loose from his forced and painful bondage. 
After working away until about 6 o’clock this 
morning he succeeded In ireeing himself, and 
hastened to give the alarm to the officers ou the 
beat. He was so thoroughly irightened by the 
burglars that he retains a rather indistinct no­ 
tion of their appearance. Two of them, accord­ 
ing to a description furnished the police, are 
slightly below the medium size, one of the pair 
being rather corpulent. The third man is taller 
and weighs about 150 to 160 pounds. 
Detective Bohen was given the description of 
the men this morniug, and, alter hearing the 
watchm an’s story, started out to find the men. 
By the detective force the cracksmen are sup­ 
posed to have recently arrived from the East, 
and that this is their first big "job." It is 
pretty safe to say that they will avoid capture 
for some time, at least, aud (here is a likelihood 
of their paying a visit to some other locality in 
a day or two.

Hardware Company vs. the Ean Francisco and 
Sacramento Railroad Company, was a suit on a 
mechanic’s lien.
